Eeclefiaftical diſcipline, acknowledge to 
belong to this Church, a politicke Magi- 
ftrate, who miniſtreth to euery man 18+ 
ftice, defending the good, and puniſhing 
the cuill: To whom we muſt render honor 
and obedience inall things, which are not 


_ contrary to the word of God, And as 
Moſes, Ezechias, Foſias, and other godly 
. rulers purged the Church of God from ſu- 


periticion and idelatrie, ſo the defence 
of Chriſts Church appertaineth to the 
Chriſtian Magiltrates,againſt al Idolaters 
and heretiks, as Papilts, Anabaptiſts,with 
fuch likelims of Antichriſt;to root out all 


. docrine of deuils and men, as the Maſſe, 
, Purgatorie, Zimbus Patrum , Prayer to 


Saints, and for the dead, Breewmill, Diftin- 
Eon of meatzs,apparell and dayes,vowes 
of ſingle life, Preſence at idoll ſeruice, 
mans merits,with ſuch like : which draw 
vsfrom the ſocietie of Chriſts Church, 
wherein ſtandeth onelyremiſsion of fins, 
purchaſed by Chriſts bleud to all them
